Reference is made to your dam in. the Town of Tolland, and the fact 
that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western Massa- 
chusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a warm 
spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Con- 
sequently, the Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that 
I advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dam are 
clear of any obstruction and that you take all precautions necessary to 
protect your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

Any flashboards on the spillway should be removed and it would also 
be advisable to lower the water level in storage hy slowly releasing 
water from the pond through drawdown facilities. The release of 
water should be at a controlled rate so as not to cause temporary 
flooding downstream.

In accordance with the provision of Chapter 253,, Section 45, 
et seq. of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to 
the inspection, condition and safety of the darns of Hampden 
County, you are hereby advised that your dam at Victory Lake 
in Tolland has been recently inspected by our Engineer and his 
comments and report in connection with this dam are as follows: 

' Camp Spruce Hill Dam [Victory Lake] The embankment at 
this dam is well shaped. It is hard and shows very little 
evidence of any surface erosion. Seepage at the toe is 
minor. There is some turf cover on the sloping surface 
of the dam embankment . 

The concrete wall of the spillway is in satisfaccory con- 
dition. A stoplog is in the spillway crest and this should 
be removed from the notch In the spillway until after the 
spring runoff. 

The floor of the spillway and the upstream edges of the road- 
way bridge abutments which form part of the spillway channel, 
are in need of repair. Mass concrete should be placed at the 
washed-out areas of the floor and adjacent to the bridge abut- 
ments. Concrete should be worked into all voids so that, 
when completed, there is a well paved concrete channel to pass 
overflowing water from the toe of the spillway down thru and 
under the embankment bridge . 

In the opinion of the undersigned, this dam will be safe if 
the spillway repairs as reommended are done at an early date. 

The repair work was outlined to maintenance personnel at the 
site on the day of inspection. However, it is recommended 
that the owner be sent a letter-report on the condition of 
the dam advising him of the needed repair work. "

Gentlemen: 

I have recently made an inspection of Cranberry- Pond Dam owned by Chamonix 
Chalet Properties, Inc. and situated in the Town of Tolland. This is a new 
dam built recently and forms an enlarged pond around which Summer homes 
are being developed. 

The last report relative to this dam was submitted on October 31, 1967, as a 
part of the overall report on the inspection of all dams in Tolland. 

Conditions at the dam, when recently inspected, were satisfactory with a few 
exceptions. These are as follows: 

A. The bridge leading out to the drawdown gate operating stem is in poor 
condition, apparently the result of ice damage. The bridge has sagged 
at one location and is no longer properly supported. This bridge 
should be repaired immediately so that there will be access to the 

gate operating mechanism, 

B. Downstream of the dam embankment, on each side of the brook valley, 
surface runoff has caused erosion and gully formation. These gullies 
should be filled with stone. 

C. The top of the dam embankment should be checked for grade and, if any 
area of the embankment is below the grade of the construction drawings, 
additional material should be placed and compacted.

Pond Dam. Since this is a relatively new dam, the undersigned has been 
making inspections from time to time when I have been in Tolland on 
matters relating to the Girl Scout Dam. On Friday, August 3 0, 1968, 
the undersigned made another inspection of the above subject dam and 
found conditions to be satisfactory. 

While making the inspection I noted the presence of the sound of leaking 
water somewhere in the spillway conduit. In order to trace the sound it 
was necessary to crawl through the conduit up into the base of the shaft 
spillway to ascertain the location of the running water. I was concerned 
over the possibility that the water might be leaking through a joint in the 
conduit and that the leakage might be carrying soils with the flowing water. 
I discovered that the leak was nothing more than leakage around the draw- 
down gate valve at the end of the drawdown pipe extending out into the pond. 
Since no overflow of water was taking place over the crest of the vertical 
shaft spillway, the noise of the leaking water was quite loud and the lack 
of overflow allowed for the examination as described. 

The toe of the dam embankment was in good condition and no seepage was 
noted. The undersigned did note that additional fill may be needed on the 
top of the embankment in the vicinity of the flood flow spillway.

The County Hydraulic Engineer recently made an inspection of your dam 
in Tolland and has submitted a report to our Board relative to conditions 
noted there. The report of the County Hydraulic Engineer is as follows: 

"An inspection of the Chamonix Chalet Properties, Inc. Dam, also 
known as Cranberry Pond Dam, was made on Thursday, December 
5, 1968. Since this dam is relatively new, frequent inspections are 
being made during the first few years of its operation. 

The inspection was made on the day following the very heavy rain- 
fall of December 4th. All water was passing the dam by overflowing 
the vertical spillway shaft and passing thru the dam in the conduit. 
The discharge end of the conduit was flowing about one-third full. 
This condition was due in part to back-up of water in the brook 
downstream of the dam embankment. 

The spillway facility appeared to be functioning satisfactorily. The 
downstream toe of the embankment was examined carefully and there 
was no evidence of seepage noted anywhere. A very small trickle of 
water was observed in the gully ditch along the toe of the dam on the 
left side ,of the valley. However, this was due to surface run- off 
resulting from the heavy rain of the previous day.

You are directed to follow the advice relative to the storage of the 
pontoon boats.

Reference is made to my report to your Honorable Board dated 
April 2, 1968 relative to conditions at the above subject dam when 
recently inspected. 

In my report I pointed out that the bridge leading to the drawdown 
gate operating stem is in poor condition, that a surface wash gully 
has formed at the toe of the dam embankment on each side of the 
valley and the top of the embankment appeared as if it needed to have 
the grade adjusted to compensate for minor settlement. 

I have received a telephone call from Mr. Galanek, one of the owners 
of the dam and he has advised me that they will immediately repair 
the gullies and take the necessary survey elevations along the top of 
the dam to determine whether or not any additional fill is needed. In 
regard to the bridge extending out to the operating gate, they are of 
the opinion that repairs to the bridge can best be made in the Fall 
when the pond can be emptied and new supports installed for the bridge. 
In the meantime, they plan to lower the bridge and support it upon 
floats. In this way it will be functional throughout the summer. I have 
advised Mr. Galanek to go ahead with this work.

Gentlemen: 

The undersigned made an inspection of the dam at your property in Tolland 
on Friday, August 30, 1968. Conditions at the dam were found to be satis- 
factory. However, I noted that the top of the embankment appears to be 
below the required elevation, particularly from about the vertical shaft 
spillway area over to the flood flow swale spillway. The top of the embank- 
ment immediately adjacent to the emergency spillway appears to be quite 
low in elevation. 

I have recommended in the past, that a profile of the top of the dam be 
made and be compared with the designed elevation. If the top of the dam. 
embankment is low, additional compacted material should be placed,,

Reference is made to your dam in the Town of Tolland, and the fact 
that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western Massa- 
chusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a warm 
spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Con- 
sequently, the Commissioners of kampden County have directed that 
I advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dam are 
clear of any obstruction and that you take all precautions necessary. to 
protect your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

Spillway facilities should be checked to be certain that there is no 
debris present which can interfere with the operation of the vertical 
shaft spillway or the emergency flood flow spillway at the right end 
of the dam. Frequent inspections should be made at the dam, particu- 
larly at the spillway' facilities and along the downstream toe area. Any 
unusual condition or seepage should be reported to the undersigned 
immediately and water in storage should be lowered under controlled 
conditions.

The undersigned made an inspection of the above subject dam on Wednesday, 
April 17, 1968 and found that construction has not as yet been initiated 
following winter conditions. 

The contractor was not at the site of the work when I was there late in 
the afternoon. Two employees were present but there did not appear 
to be any work being carried on at that time, 

I observed that the fill placed on the dam embankment appeared to be 
soft and there was evidence of insufficient compaction. 

In the area of the original spillway where the tube through the embank- 
ment is to be placed, the undersigned noticed deposits of large boulders. 
It would be expected that the contractor will remove these and will 
properly bed the tube in suitable material which can be thoroughly com- 
pacted to minimize seepage along or under the tube. 

The contractor should be advised that before the corrugated iron pipe 
is backfilled at all, the undersigned should be informed of the date of 
the installation of the pipe so that an inspection can be made after it 
has been put in place. I also wish to be informed of the schedule for 
construction of the flow control box to be certain that a watertight 
connection is obtained at the sheet piling.

The undersigned met with the contractor and engineering representatives 
of the owner at the above subject site for the purpose of reviewing work 
to be done in re-activating construction at this dam. The undersigned 
advised all those present that all debris, large boulders, timbers and 
junk of every description must be removed from the embankment mate- 
rial, particularly in the area of the old spillway structure where the new 
conduit drawdown pipe is to be installed. Large stones and boulders 
could be used as toe fill for the downstream side of the embankment. 

The contractor was directed to prepare for the installation of the 12" 
drawdown pipe and , if this pipe cannot be located upon sound impervious 
soil, it must be located upon a concrete cradle built in such a manner as 
to support the 12 n pipe from beam stresses. The contractor was directed 
to do the clean-up work, prepare the excavation and then notify the under- 
signed so that an inspection of the pipe foundation could be made before 
the drawdown pipe is bedded and permanently installed.

Also enclosed, 
is a letter of transmittal to the contractor forwarding a copy of my letter - 
report to the designer. 

The contents of the letter to Jeter & Cook are self-explanatory. 

I have discussed the matter of work quality with a representative of the 
designer and he assures me that steps will be taken to control operations 
so that the dam will be properly built. 

The new dam is an enlargement of the old darn which has withstood many 
storms, including the hurricane flood of 1955. The continuous steel 
sheeting driven through the old dam and into the foundation of the old 
structure will contribute greatly to prevent seepage through the new dam.. 
However, work being done in the old spillway location to install the new 
12" conduit through the dam, has been of concern to me, as outlined in 
the letter to the designer. The steel sheeting which is continuous across 
the area in question will do much to make the structure watertight in spite 
of unsatisfactory construction process. 

Since, with proper methods and a strict adherance to good construction 
practice can result in high quality work being done, I see no need for

The undersigned made an inspection of the above subject dam on Thursday- 
afternoon and early evening, May 16, 1968 at a time when the contractor 
was preparing to place the foundation for the flow control box structure. 
The contractor had excavated a hole directly in front of the sheet piling 
down to about the grade of the foundation as called for on Sheet 2 of the 
drawings. However, the excavation was very small in area, it was quite 
deep and very wet. "Water was flowing into the excavation from seams of 
pervious material on the sides. These seams were small and apparently 
localized but provided a sufficient flow of ground water to keep the exca- 
vated foundation hole flooded. 



The material being encountered was a gray till -type of material containing 
fine grains which might be classified as clay, and boulders. This material 
is very hard and tight when dry. It would form a good base for the flow 
control box if it had been kept dry, 

The contractor had a small diaphragm-type pump on the job but the pump 
was either faulty, or incapable of handling the water involved. 

The more the contractor worked in the area of the flooded foundation the 
softer the material became. Also, I was concerned over the fact that if 
he continued to dig and work in the flooded foundation, he would approach 
the lower end of the Bteel sheets and thus possibly ruin their effect as a 
barrier to the flow of stored water through the dam embankment.

Gentlemen: 

On Wednesday, May 22, 1968, the undersigned made another inspection 
of the construction work being done at the site of the Girl Scout Camp on 
Ward's Pond in the Town of Tolland. The contractor was preparing to 
install the 12" drawdown and spillway pipeline from the steel sheeting 
upstream to the small intake box in the bottom of the lake. The area in 
which the contractor was working was fairly dry. He was preparing to 
encase the corrugated iron pipe in concrete. A joint was being made up 
on the corrugated iron pipe even though plans and descriptive material 
relative to the construction indicated a continuous pipeline in this area. 
The undersigned did not object to the joint in the pipe since the pipeline 
will be entirely encased in concrete. Thus, the joint will be watertight. 

The undersigned warned the contractor that if he tried to pour the entire 
encasement in one pouring, he would probably find that the pipe would 
float in the wet concrete. He was advised that when he did the pouring, 
he should pour a cradle under the pipe first, allow this cradle to harden, 
and then complete the pour around the sides and top of the pipe. 

The steel sheeting is in place and is toed in to the impervious foundation. 
The hole has been cut through the steel sheeting to allow passage of the 
12" corrugated iron pipe. The contractor will be required to seal this 
hole tightly. In all probability, he will use the concrete of the encase- 
ment on the upstream side of the sheeting as a seal and the poured con- 
crete walls of the overflow box control structure as a seal on the down- 
stream side.

The contractor has been advised, that a washed stone drain placed in the 
excavation downstream of the sheeting and the overflow control box 
structure must be removed in part and replaced with good compacted 
soil. He has agreed to replace it with poured concrete. This will be 
suitable. 

I am enclosing herewith for your files, a copy- of the communication sent 
to the contractor directing him to notify the undersigned prior to any 
backfilling being done in the excavation along the concrete-encased 12" 
pipeline under the dam. The contents of the letter are self-explanatory. 

Work of the contractor is going very slowly, and step-by- step review of 
his work is necessary to be certain that reasonably good construction is 
being carried on.

Based upon conditions observed at the time of my last inspection of your 
construction work at the above subject dam on Wednesday afternoon, 
May 22, 1968, it is apparent that in the not too distant future, you will 
be starting the work of re-filling the excavation along the location of the 
concrete-encased 12" pipe which extends under and through the dam em- 
bankment. Before any compacted fill is placed in this excavation, it is 
necessary that I view the site and determine whether or not you are 
ready to begin placing and compacting soil.

Work at the above subject project is progressing very slowly as a 
result of the continuous wet weather. Since the time of my last report 
to your Honorable Board, I have made an additional inspection at the 
dam. and have conferred by telephone with personnel in charge of con- 
struction on at least four or five occasions. Just this morning, Mr. 
Nolan called from the site of the work twice to discuss means for di- 
verting the high rate of run- off through the construction area so that 
work of completing the dam can proceed in spite of the continued and 
frequent precipitation. 

As of the most recent inspection on Wednesday, May 29th, no additional 
earth work had been done in the central section of the dam. The under- 
signed met with personnel of the contractor at the site to review the lo- 
cation where impervious material is to be placed and compacted. We 
also discussed a transition material consisting of from sand to gravel 
and then the placing of boulders at the downstream, toe of the embank- 
ment, Samples of earth to be used in the embankment were picked up 
by a representative of the Soils Laboratory engaged by the firm of Jeter 
and Cook. From the information gained as a result of laboratory analyses 
of the samples, recommendations will be made as to the method for com- 
pacting the materials and the location where the materials should be placed 
in the embankment. 
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It has been the practice in the past, to withhold the granting of a final 
decree until one year after a dam has been completed and activated. 
During that year, the required minor maintenance can be accomplished 
and a good turf developed where necessary. Also, minor erosion matters 
and the formation of wash gullies can be controlled and corrected as needed. 

I advised Jeter & Cook representatives at the inspection on August 30th, 
that the final decree would not be issued until some time in the summer of 
1969 after I have had an opportunity to observe conditions at the new dam 
during and following winter cold weather, as well as spring wet weather 
conditions. 

Since minor changes were made at the dam during construction and since 
the downstream aesthetic pool was eliminated in the interest of reducing 
construction costs, I instructed the designer to provide your Board with 
a revised drawing showing the structure as built. This drawing, if it 
properly shows the dam as built, should be filed with the approved drawings 
of the dam. Since the designer sent two of the revised plans, if they are 
duplicates, would you please send one to me for my review and file. 

I will keep your Board informed of conditions at the dam as noted when 
inspections are made during the next 9 months.

The undersigned made another inspection of the above subject dam on 
the afternoon of Tuesday, July 23, 1968. At the time the inspection was 
made, Mr. Hammond was placing field stones and boulders as a lining 
for the discharge channel downstream of the concrete spillway located 
at the left end of the dam. This work was progressing satisfactorily. 

I noted that the spillway channel had been dug and shaped all of the way 
to the brook course and that excavated material had been placed on the 
toe of the dam embankment, resulting in a flatter slope to the surface 
of the embankment over much of the lower portion. I also noted that 
this material appeared to be a fairly tight material and questioned the 
contractor on whether or not the addition of this material would act to 
seal in the embankment and prevent proper release of toe drainage. 
The downstream toe of an embankment must be of a pervious material 
which can drain in order that the embankment will not become saturated 
and then either slide or fail. I advised Mr. Hammond that the material 
could remain on the embankment but that observations must be made at 
the toe in the near future. After the dam has been fully loaded with a 
full pond of water for a period of time and the spillway has operated, 
test holes will be dug into the embankment at the toe area to determine 
whether the material is wet or dry. If the material shows excess 
moisture is being trapped in the embankment, then the added material 
placed along the toe must either be removed to release the water or a 
toe drainage system installed.

Enclosed please find a copy of a communication sent to the firm in 
charge of constructing the above subject dam. The dam is in fairly 
good condition. Though certain work remains to be done as outlined 
in my letter to Mr. Butler Andrus, in my opinion, the dam is safe and 
can satisfactorily hold back the pond now formed when inspected on 
Tuesday, July 23, 1968. Water level in storage was at the crest of the 
spillway and a thin sheet was overflowing. Water level has been more 
or less at full elevation since about the second week of July. 

The undersigned will check the embankment again relative to packing 
good soil against the spillway wall. Also, observations will be made 
at the toe of the dam to be certain that the material is draining any 
water collected within the embankment. 

A great deal of time has been spent by the undersigned during the fall 
of the past year and since late winter of this year on inspections of the 
work at the above subject dam. From time to time, unsatisfactory 
wormanship was observed and changes were directed so as to obtain a 
good and sound dam. Numerous reports and communications have been 
sent to your Board and to persons involved in the construction of this 
dam. 

In my opinion, the dam is satisfactory though additional improvements 
are required and the toe area will need to be observed on occasion. 
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On examining the top of the embankment adjacent to the concrete spillway 
at the left of the dam, I noted loose earth filled in against the outside sur- 
face of the right hand concrete wall and also noted the presence of many- 
stones and boulders of 4" to 6" and more in size. These boulders and 
large stones were directly against the concrete surface of the outer wall. 

If this type of fill continues downward into the embankment for any distance 
whatsoever, in time of flood flow conditions leakage will occur along the 
face of the concrete. The leakage will follow the voids caused by the 
stones and boulders nested against the concrete. 

Specifications for dam construction and good workmanship require fine 
grained soil of an impervious nature to be densely packed in thin layers 
against a concrete surface where there is a possibility of water travel 
along the concrete surface. From my observation of the top of the em- 
bankment, each and every good rule of construction against a concrete 
surface has been violated by the contractor. 

I advised Mr. Hammond that if he is responsible for the type of embank- 
ment construction at this spillway wall he should immediately remove the 
improperly placed material and replace it with proper soil packed by hand 
and in thin layers. If the depth of the poorly placed soil extends down to 
the bottom of the spillway wall, then the pond elevation should be drawn 
down at least 2 feet while the embankment is dug out and material properly 
placed. 

I also advised Mr. Hammond that if test holes dug and samples obtained 
from this general area indicate poor construction, the County will prob- 
ably require the addition of a concrete cut-off wall running along the 
centerline of the embankment and connected with a watertight connection 
to the spillway side wall. This concrete cut-off wall would probably extend 
into the embankment for a length of 5 feet more or less and would have a 
vertical height extending from the top of the existing concrete of the spill- 
way wall down to the floor of the spillway. An alternate would be to posi- 
tion the wall in such a manner as to be able to tie it in with the top of the 
steel sheeting. 

It is strongly recommended that your personnel at the dam properly place 
the soil against the embankment faces of the spillway structure. 

The original and approved drawings for the construction of the dam pro- 
vided for a pool at the end of the 12" discharge pipeline extending thru 
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the dam from the flow control box. This pool was to have been of con- 
crete construction with stone masonry facing. The pool has been elimi- 
nated from the project and two revised sets of drawings should be filed 
with the County. I note that the location and elevation of the discharge 
pipe as now existing is in an excavation below the natural ground elevation 
and the bed of the brook. This will result in the formation of a pool of 
water at the toe of the dam which, under certain conditions, may be 
detrimental to the toe area of the dam. If the entire pool is to be lined 
with stone and an outlet excavated to keep the pool water surface to a 
minimum elevation, there will probably be no problem as a result of the 
low discharge pipeline. Any lowering of the brook bed to reduce the size 
of the pool of water which will form must naturally be controlled by down- 
stream conditions. 

I will make another inspection of the dam within a week or two and hope 
to find the structure in good condition and the work about completed.

In regard to the compaction of soil in the embankment at the above 
subject dam, tests were conducted to determine the compaction and 
density of the soil at five locations chosen at different points in the 
embankment. The results of the laboratory analysis indicate that the 
field dry density of the soil varied from 124 pcf to 128 pcf, while the 
percent of compaction varied from 95. 2 to 98. 3. 

The original specifications for the project called for 85% compaction. 
The undersigned noted this on the drawings and requested the con- 
tractor and construction inspector to obtain at least 90% compaction. 
The request has been complied with since compaction exceeds 95% in 
each of the five samples. 

This information is submitted to you for record purposes.

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When erosion by the small waves becomes serious enough to require atten- 
tion, broken stone will be dumped along the shoreline to prevent further 
erosion and to result in stabilization of the embankment slope surface. 

A revised drawing will be filed with the County showing the dam as construc- 
ted and the elimination of the small pool structure at the downstream end of 
the corrugated metal pipe spillway tube. 

The concrete spillway together with the paved channel downstream of the 
concrete structure are in good condition. 

The undersigned appreciates the cooperation given by your personnel in 
connection with the construction of the dam. Inspections will be made from 
time to time and any necessary maintenance noted by the undersigned will 
be called to your attention. 

A final inspection for acceptance purposes will be made during the summer 
of 1969. By that time a good growth of turf should exist on the surface of 
the embankment and any necessary erosion control work will have been com- 
pleted.

This will confirm the matters discussed at the above subject dam during 
the inspection conducted on Friday morning, August 30, 1968. In general, 
the dam is in satisfactory condition. The entire embankment area should 
"be seeded, fertilized and treated as necessary to develop a growth of grass. 
It is my understanding that this work will be done prior to mid-September. 

Additional field stones and boulders should be placed at and below the toe 
of the dam from about the end of the existing paved spillway channel to the 
natural brook course. It will not be necessary to obtain and haul field 
stones and boulders for this specific purpose. However, it was agreed 
that as boulders and field stones become available from work being carried 
on throughout the entire area, these stones and boulders will be hauled to 
the location as specified rather than be wasted in a surplus materials dump 
onthe property. The field stones and boulders will be placed in such a 
manner as to prevent any flood flows from forming a deep gully adjacent 
to the toe of the embankment. 

At the normal shoreline along the embankment there is evidence that the 
continual lapping of the small waves will wash out the fine grained soils 
of the ecrbankment material and cause the formation of a ridge along the 
embankment. This ridge will eventually be undercut by wave action. No 
protective work need be done at this time, but it was agreed that the shore 
area would be observed frequently along the length of the embankment. 
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However, a gully was beginning to erode at the discharge end of the spill- 
way channel and this erosion will work backward towards the spillway as 
each flood flow condition occurs. 

The possible need for erosion control was discussed with representatives 
of the owner during an inspection on Friday, August 30, 1968. At that 
time, it was agreed that if boulders and fieldstones became available 
from work being carried on throughout the entire area, these stones and 
boulders would be hauled to the toe area of the embankment and would be 
placed in such a manner as to prevent any flood flows from forming a deep 
gully adjacent to the toe of the embankment. 

The action of the spillway discharge in eroding the soil need not neces- 
sarily be completely controlled. It will be necessary to prevent the 
erosion from extending toward the toe of the embankment. This can be 
accomplished with boulders and fieldstones placed on a diverging line 
below the toe of the dam in such a way as to direct the water away from 
the toe itself. The natural action of the flowing water is beginning to 
create such a channel and the work now needed is to provide the channel 
lining to guide the discharged water and control any further erosion action. 

It is recommended that a copy of this letter-report be sent to the repre- 
sentatives of the owner with a recommendation that the required erosion 
control work be accomplished no later than the spring of 1969.

In regard to the above subject dam and to your letter of September 10, 
1968, the undersigned has made an inspection of the dam for the purpose 
of determining whether all work has been completed in accordance with 
the approved plans and specifications. This inspection was made on 
Friday, August 30, 1968, and a report to Jeter & Cook was prepared 
and mailed to the designer on September 3, 1968. A copy of the letter 
to the designer was sent to your Honorable Board for file purposes. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, a final decree should not be granted 
at the present time. As you will note in my report of September 3, 
though the dam has been completed and is functioning, minor work re- 
mains to be done. This work includes seeding, fertilizing and treating 
the surfaces of the embankment to develop a growth of grass. Also, 
additional field stones and boulders should be placed at and below the 
toe of the dam from about the end of the existing paved spillway channel 
to the natural brook course. 

Along the normal shoreline, the continual lapping of small waves will 
wash out fine grained soils of the embankment material, and it was 
agreed by all present at the inspection on August 3 0th, that broken 
stone will be dumped along the shoreline to prevent further erosion 
should the action of the small lapping waves cause a condition serious 
enough to require attention. 
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It has been the practice in the past, to withhold the granting of a final 
decree until one year after a dam has been completed and activated. 
During that year, the required minor maintenance can be accomplished 
and a good turf developed where necessary. Also, minor erosion matters 
and the formation of wash gullies can be controlled and corrected as needed. 

I advised Jeter & Cook representatives at the inspection on August 30th, 
that the final decree would not be issued until some time in the summer of 
1969 after I have had an opportunity to observe conditions at the new dam 
during and following winter -cold weather, as well as spring wet weather 
conditions. 

Since minor changes were made at the dam during construction and since 
the downstream aesthetic pool was eliminated in the interest of reducing 
construction costs, I instructed the designer to provide your Board with 
a revised drawing showing the structure as built. This drawing, if it 
properly shows the dam as built, should be filed with the approved drawings 
of the dam. Since the designer sent two of the revised plans, if they are 
duplicates, would you please send one to me for my review and file. 

I will keep your Board informed of conditions at the dam as noted when 
inspections are made during the next 9 months.

In regard to the above subject dam, the undersigned made an inspection 
of the dam on Thursday, December 5, 1968. In all probability, this will 
be the last inspection until the spring of 1969 since the access road 
leading to the dam will undoubtedly be impassable during the winter 
months . 

The earth embankment of the dam was found to be in good condition. 
It does not have a growth of sod developing on the slopes. During the 
spring of 1969, the owner of the dam should begin the development of a 
good turf cover. The top of the embankment itself should also be seeded, 
fertilized and treated in such a way as to develop a good growth of grass. 

On the day of inspection water was overflowing the main spillway at a 
depth of about 5 inches. On the day before, December 4th, a heavy rain 
had occurred and the resulting run-off was taking place at the time of the 
inspection. 

Water overflowing the spillway was passing thru the structure in a satis- 
factory manner. The channel where stone paving has been laid down was 
resisting the erosion action of the water very well. 

The flow from the spillway was following a course along the left toe of 
the embankment on a slightly diverging line. The discharged water was 
joining the old brook course at a suitable distance below the toe of the

The County- Hydraulic Engineer made an inspection of the above subject 
dam recently and we include hereinafter, his report on conditions noted 
at the dam. Your attention is called to his recommendations for the 
development of a good growth of sod on the embankment and for control- 
ing erosion as a result of water discharged from the spillway, particularly 
in time of heavy rates of run- off. 

There would appear to be no need for immediate action regarding the 
erosion caused by spillway water. However, since the erosion is taking 
place, it can be expected that erosion will occur during the springtime 

when rates of run-off will be high. 

During the winter, there will be very little erosion unless a thaw is 
experienced. 

It is suggested that if you do have personnel at the site of the Girl Scout 
Camp, consideration be given to lowering the water level behind the dam 
by the removal of some of the stoplogs in the control structure. This will 
reduce the quantity of overflow passing thru the spillway structure and 
causing erosion. Also, if workmen are in the area and boulders are 
available for the control of erosion, these should be placed along the route 
of flow of the discharged water so as to minimize the erosion action and to 
protect the toe of the dam from any encroachment by the overflowing water.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to the Girl Scout Dam in the Town o£ Tolland, M.ass. , 
and the fact that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western 
Massachusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a 
warm spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Con- 
sequently, the Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that I 
advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dam arc clear of 
any obstruction and that you take all precautions necessary to protect 
your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

I also call your attention to the communication from the Commissioners 
of Hampden County of December 11, 1968. 

Water level in storage should be lowered under controlled conditions so 
as not to release too great a quantity downstream which might cause 
temporary flooding. The area along the toe of the dam where spillway 
discharge has caused erosion should be examined and any necessary 
corrective action taken in advance of spring flood flows.

In accordance with the provision of Chapter 253, Section 45, 
et seq. of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to 
the inspection, condition and safety of the dams of Hampden 
County, you are hereby advised that the dam at the Girl Scout 
property in Tolland has been recently inspected by our Engineer 
and his comments and report in connection with this dam are 
as follows: 

" Girl Scout Dam The embankment forming this dam was 
noted to be very good insofar as shape and surface con- 
dition are concerned. Though there is little or no 
vegetation growing on the embankment, the surface is 
hard and shows little or no sign of erosion. The toe 
area along the embankment is reasonably dry. 

The owners should discourage any weed and brush growth 
which may begin to occur on the dam embankment and should 
promote a good cover of grass and sod. 

Water level in storage has been drawn down. The stoplogs 
are out of the control structure, and water was being 
passed thru the dam by means of the drawdown pipeline. The 
drawdown gate was partly open, but the operating ivheel 
seems to have rusted to the stem. The stem should be freed 
so that the wheel can raise and lower the gate stem without 
undue force and friction. The gate stem should be kept 
greased and oiled. The wheel controlling the drawdown gate 
should be operated periodically so that there will be no 
binding between the wheel and the threads of the gate stem. 

The spillway channel was satisfactory. Little or no erosion 
was taking place downstream of the toe of the dam embankment 
as a result of overflowing water from the spillway. The 
channel is being improved by further rock fill pavment. The 

entire spillway channel should be paved with rock to prevent 
any undue erosion in time of flood flow conditions. 



*" In the opinion of the undersigned, the dam is safe. However, 
the owners should develop a good growth of sod on the dam 
embankment and should free the wheel from the operating stem 
of the drawdown gate." 

We are sending this communication to you since you may still be 
in charge of maintenance and improvements at this dam. If the 
letter should be addressed to the Girl Scouts, please forward this 
letter to the Girl Scout office. 

The recommendations contained in the report of the County Hydraulic 
Engineer should be complied with.

The undersigned has completed the work of inspecting 
a Dortion of the dams in the Town of Tolland, and finds that 
work still remains to he -done on the following danism 

A. LostJWlLternessJ^ The swale spillway 

"*" recommended'" in~pi^evTous years still has not been 

constructed. When certain repairs were made to the 
dam a year ago^ the spillway was changed In that a 
double rjlpe spillway was replaced with a single pipe 
spillway. With the removal of one pipe it Is more 
Important than ever that the channel or swale type 
of spillway previously recommended he constructed. 

On the day of Inspection the single overflow pipe 
was found to have a wire screen across the inlet 
end. This screen could become plugged with debris 
and the discharge capacity reduced sufficiently to 
cause over- topping of the dam 5 even at moderate 
flows. From conditions noted on the day of inspec- 
tion and from the low free board available as a 
result of the screened over-flow pipe, the necessity 
of constructing a swale spillway was quite evident. 

It Is recommended that the owner he directed to 
construct the swale spillway and thus provide more 
overflow capacity or that the pond must be drawn 
down sufficiently to provide adequate safe conditions.

Thank you very much for your indulgence regarding alteration 
in the spillway and maintenance work in the dam of the pond 
on my land in Tq_llarid. 

My apparent lack of attention to these matters has not been 
deliberate.

The undersigned has made further inspections at the site of the Ward's 
Pond Dam now being enlarged and rebuilt in accordance with plans and 
specifications filed with your Honorable Board. The most recent inspec- 
tion was conducted on Tuesday morning, June 11, 1968. The undersigned 
found that carpenters were engaged in building the forms for the flow con- 
trol box and preparing this structure for the pouring of concrete. The in- 
side form had been completely set and reinforcing steel was being placed. 
The undersigned checked the steel and found that the proper sized bars 
were being set in place and the spacing of the bars was in accordance with 
the filed drawings. 

Present at the site of the work was a representative of the contractor who 
is now acting as construction inspector on each phase of operations at the 
dam. 

The undersigned reviewed the work going on with the representative from 
the Associated Construction Company, Mr. Nolan, and it was pointed out 
that the forms when completed, must be cleaned out thoroughly and con- 
crete well vibrated as it is being poured. 

It is the opinion of the undersigned that, since inspection and responsibility 
of the work has been turned over to Associated Construction Company, the 
quality of workmanship has greatly improved.

The undersigned noted and called attention to construction personnel, the 
fact that some of the sheet piling was too short and did not meet the re- 
quirements of the drawings whereby the top of each sheet is to be at 
elevation 72. It was agreed by all concerned that the contractor would 
weld extensions onto the sheets which are low and all sheets will then be 
brought to the required elevation 72. 

Further inspections will be made at this dam when earth is being placed 
and compacted.

Reference is made to the small dam constructed by the Tunscis Clufe at the 
site of the old penstock dam on property of the Club in the Tows of Tolland. 
The Club Officials had the new dam constructed at the site of the old. dam 
being unaware of the fact that plans and specifications would be required 
siace the aew dam. is not in exactly the location of the old dam asr is it 
the result of repairing the old breached dam. In 1963, oa October 25 s the 
undersigned reported the presence of the sew dam. The quantity q£ water 
stored was estimated to he less than oae million gallon® aad the height ©£ 
the dana was stated as only about 5 feet. However, sines the drainage ares 
involved is somewhat in eiccess of one square mile, the uader signed. -was 
of the opinion, thai the structure shoald be processed thru the County though 
it had already been built and was in. actual operation. 

The dam itself is made up almost entirely of aa earth ©nciib&akment, some- 
what rough in shape s but sf fairly dense, well compacted material. The 
spillway consists of a concrete wall within the emibmikmemt s,nd & n&tch ia 
the wall to act ate aa overflow facility. The co&drete overflow wall has 
been built with concrete sidewalls aad abutment ai*eas-. The eonerete 
masonry is gonad ia, appeai-aB.ee and s from the description of the manner 
in which the foundation was built, the spillway masonry is located oa 
ledge bottom. Ia fact, the wall of the spillway extends down to ledge for 
a distance of about 4 feet below the bed of the brook. 

A follow-up inspection showed that the dam embankment is wide for its low 
height and that there was very little evidence of aay seepage taking place 
thru the embankment material. Concrete masonry has been fouad to be 
standing mp well and in excellent condition. Aa emergency swale spillway 
has been built around the einbaafcrneiit to the right sf the dam.

In view of the fact that the dam will be impounding a small amount of water, 
that tiie height of the dam is only about 5 feet, that all land adjacent to and 
downstream of the dam for so rue distance belongs to the Tttuxis Cteb sad.

Gentlemen: 

Special inspections have been made of certain dams in the Town of Tolland 
and the report of these inspections is as follows: 

A. Tunxis Club Trout Pond Dam 



This dam is under reconstruction as the result of leakage through rotten 
and dilapidated planking. As of Friday, October 27, new tongue and 
groove planking has been set in place all along the upstream face of the 
dam. 

An examination of the dam a few weeks ago after the Owner drained most 
of the water from the pond, showed that all planking below water level 
was in relatively good condition. Only the planking at water elevation 
and above was rotten and valueless. This rotten planking has been re- 
moved and the new planking has been attached to the sound planking. 
This has been accomplished by lowering the water level in storage as 
much as possible and then excavating the mud, silt and debris from the 
face of the dam to expose as much of the good planking as possible. 
The new planking has been spiked to the good planking and has been ex- 
tended along the sloping face of the dam to an elevation equal to the top 
of the dam. The cut end of each plank has been sealed with an asphalt 
compound. Planks are tongue and groove and in each case, the tongue 
of one plank has been well set into the groove of the adjacent plank. 

The two spillway chutes have been tied into the new planking in a very 
good and satisfactory manner. Workmanship has been such that there 
should be a minimum of leakage at the joint between the planking of the 
upstream wall and the planking of each spillway. 
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Washed-out areas of the dam embankment have been backfilled. As of 
the day of the inspection, the top of the embankment of the dam had not 
been covered with asphalt. The Owner plans to replace the asphaltic 
concrete forming the top of the embankment to prevent surface erosion. 

The swale spillway around the right end of the dam had not been cleaned 
but the grounds-keeper at the Tunxis Club informed the undersigned that 
the contractor was bringing in equipment to thoroughly clean and properly 
shape the emergency swale, around- the- end type spillway. 

The stop planks have been replaced in the drawdown facility at the dam 
and water was being stored at the time of my inspection. Conditions at 
the dam were satisfactory and in the opinion of the undersigned, the 
maintenance and repair work accomplished to date is of high quality 
and greatly increases the safety of the dam. 

B. Connecticut Valley Girl Scout Council Dam (formerly Richmond Dam) 

Work has been started on the reconstruction of this dam in accordance 
with plans and specifications filed with your Honorable Board. As of 
Friday, October 27, a portion of the new embankment fill had been 
placed at the base of the upstream portion of the enlarged embankment 
to the left of the old spillway site. The old spillway has been completely 
removed and water of the valley now drains through the dam in the old 
brook course. 

The piling sub- contractor is cutting sheet piling to proper lengths and 
setting up the piling along the line of its location in preparation for 
driving. Piling work is being done at the right side of the dam. 

The undersigned talked to the contractor on the project and he will inform 
me when they are ready for an inspection of form work and foundation 
work prior to pouring of any concrete. 

As of Friday, October 27, work at this dam was going on in a satisfactory 
manner. 

C. Chamonix Chalet Properties, Inc. Dam (Cranberry Pond) 

This dam, completed two years ago this Fall, has been inspected again 
to observe growth of turf on the downstream face and particularly on the 
side slopes of the emergency flood flow spillway. At the time of the last 
inspection, it was noted that turf growth was poor along the side slopes 
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of the emergency spillway and that an erosion gully had formed at the 
point where the downstream face of the embankment fill meets the face 
of the valley on the left side of the brook. 

As of the inspection on October 27th, this gully has been filled with 
stones and surface water runoff no longer causes a problem of erosion. 
Grass growth on the downstream face of the dam is improving and a 
marked improvement was noted in the grass growth on the side slopes 
of the flood flow spillway. 

Along the toe of the dam, no direct seepage was noted though the toe 
area was a bit soft and in locations was spongy. No movement of water 
was noted and it is possible that much of this condition could be the 
result of water coming from the side slopes of the valley just downstream 
of the dam. The condition will be observed in future inspections and, 
if the condition does become a problem, a recommendation will then be 
made regarding a sub- surface drain to lower water level in this portion 
of the embankment. In view of the fact that the toe of the dam should 
be observed for any further development of this wet condition and since 
turf growth will still need fertilizing and care, I am withholding any 
recommendation relative to acceptance of the dam. at this time.

Gentlemen: 

The undersigned has recently re- inspected certain dams of the Tunxis Club 
in Tolland, Mass, relative to recommendations made regarding repairs and 
maintenance needed at certain of the dams owned by the Club. In my report 
to your Honorable Board on the condition of dams in the Town of Tolland dated 
August 8, 1967, and in your letter to the Tunxis Club dated August 16, 1967, 
certain repairs and maintenance as required at Noyes Pond Dam, the new 
dam at the Penstock site, the new Trout Pond Dam and Tunxis Trout Pond 
Dam were listed. 

The major repair work required was at the Tunxis Trout Pond Dam. This 
work was accomplished in 1967 and a letter- report to your Board dated 
November 1, 1967 pointed out that the dam had been repaired and was in 
good condition except for the fact that the swale spillway needed cleaning 
and asphalt or some similar material was required on the top of the dam. 
This work will be done by the Club during the present year. 

Noyes Pond Dam 

A re-inspection of the Noyes Pond Dam showed that there is a sink 
hole in new fill placed on the downstream side of the dam masonry 
wall just to the right of the spillway. This is probably caused by 
seepage. If an investigation indicates seepage is the cause of the 
sink hole, then packed earth should be placed against the surface 
of this small dam on the pond side of the masonry to seal the holes 
through which the seepage is travelling. The sink hole should then 
be filled in with well compacted sandy or gravelly earth.

I have submitted my report to the Commissioners of Hampden County- 
regarding the improvements and repairs made to your dams in Tolland. 
My report to the County Commissioners on each of the dams involved 
where repairs were required is as follows: 

M Noves Pond Dam 



All repairs as recommended have been made. Improvements have 
been completed at the masonry wall, seepage has been controlled 
and downstream of the dam all areas showing any sign of settl ement 
have been filled and graded with compacted earth. 

New Dam at Penstock Site 

This dam is now in very good condition. The owners have filled and 
graded the embankment of the dam, have seeded the surface of the 
embankment and a good growth of turf should develop during the year. 
Grass is growing very rapidly and from all appearances, it will be a 
thick and suitable growth. 

Spillway improvements have been made and the concrete block re- 
taining wall at the right of the spillway has been repaired.

The swale spillway recommended to be constructed at the right end of 
the embankment had not been shaped and completed at the time of the 
inspection on July 15th. However, when the dam was re-inspected on 
July 23rd, it was found that the swale has been completed and the sur- 
face seeded.

New Trout Pond Dam 



This dam has received maintenance and the void noted previously 
under the concrete cap at the right side has apparently been filled by 
the placement of additional stones and boulders. 

Trout Pond Dam 

This is the dam where new wooden sheeting was placed during the past 
year and spillway conditions improved. The swale spillway to the right 
of the dam has been cleared of debris. On the day of inspection, July 
15th, all water was passing through this swale. The owners have been 
advised that if they wish to raise the crest of the swale with an artificial 
timber or masonry wall they may do so, provided the raised crest does 
not exceed the elevation of the wooden chute spillways by more than a 
few inches. This will allow the regular overflow of water to pass through 
the chute spillways and emergency flood flows can pass through the swale 
as well as the chute spillways. 

Some minor maintenance work is needed at the top of the dam to fill 
voids along both sides of the right hand wooden chute spillway and on the 
right side of the stoplog spillway. This has been pointed out to personnel 
at the Tunxis Club and the repairs will be made. " 

The Commissioners of Hampden County and the undersigned appreciate your 
cooperation in making the improvements and in doing the repairs to the 
various dams as recommended. If any problems develop at any of your dams, 
feel free to call upon the undersigned for any guidance or advice.

Reference is made to my letter-report to your Honorable Board of April 2, 
1968, relative to three dams owned by the Tunxis Club and also to my re- 
port dated August 8, 1967 on all dams in Tolland, including each dam owned 
by the Tunxis Club. 

The undersigned inspected those dams of the Tunxis Club in need of main- 
tenance and repairs as pointed out in the above mentioned letter-reports 
on Monday, July 15, 1968. A re-inspection of one dam was made on 
Tuesday, July 23, 1968. 

As of the present time all dams owned by the Tunxis Club are in good con- 
dition and only minor maintenance is needed at the large Trout Pond Dam. 

Conditions noted at the recent inspections at the particular dams involved 
are as follows : 

A. Noyes Pond Dam. 

All repairs as recommended have been made. Improvements have 
been completed at the masonry wall, seepage has been controlled 
and downstream of the dam all areas showing any sign of settlement 
have been filled and graded with compacted earth.

B. New Dam at Penstock Site 

This dam is now in very good condition. The owners have filled and 
graded the embankment of the dam, have seeded the surface of the 
embankment and a good growth of turf should develop during the year.

This will allow the regular overflow of water to pass through 
the chute spillways and emergency flood flows can pass through the swale 
as well as the chute spillways. 

Some minor maintenance work is needed at the top of the dam to fill 
voids along both sides of the right hand wooden chute spillway and on the 
right side of the stoplog spillway. This has been pointed out to personnel 
at the Tunxis Club and the repairs will be made.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to your dams in the Town of Tolland and particularly 
to the Noyes Pond Dana and the large Trout Pond Dam, and the fact 
that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western Massa- 
chusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a warm, 
spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Con- 
sequently, the Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that 
I advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dams are 
clear of any obstruction and that you take all precautions necessary to 
protect your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

Stoplogs and flashboards should be removed from the spillway at each 
of your dams. Removal should be done under controlled conditions 
whereby water will not be released at a fast rate and thus cause flooding 
downstream. 

To provide storage volume in the Noyes Pond and the large Trout Pond, 
it might be well to lower these two bodies of water below spillway crest 
elevation.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 253, Section 45, 
et seq. of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to 
the inspection,' condition and safety of the dams of Hampden 
Countv, you are hereby advised that your darns in Tolland listed 
as follows, have been recently inspected by our Engineer and his 
comments and report in connection with these dams are as follows: 

"Noves Pond Dam On the day of inspection, water level 
in storage waTTt the top of the stoplogs in the control 
spillway. The upper log had been lifted slightly to re- 
lease water between the bottom of the upper log and the 
top of the second log. 

The stone and masonry wall extending along the top of this 
shallow earth embankment dam is deteriorating and should 
receive attention. Repairs should be made as necessary 
to prevent further deterioration of this wall. 

Th- main spillway to the right of the stoplog structure is 
in satisfactory condition. It is clear of debris. 

Hardly any seepage was noted downstream of the dam and the 
earth fill in front of the masonry portion of the dam ivas 
satisfactory. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, this dam is safe, but 
does need maintenance and repair work as outlined. 

"New Dam at Penstock Site The embankment of this dam, though 
"rough in shape, Is satisfactory. Turf growth on the top is 
fair to good. The downstream heavy rock fill is o.k. Water 
level In storage was noted to be just at the masonry crest of 
the concrete notch spillway. 

The left section of the spillway notch was blocked with a 
stoplog on the day of Inspection.. The center and right sections 
of the spillway contained screens which were quite dirty and 
should be kept clean. There was no evidence that these screens 
had been cleaned recently. 



The swale spillway at the right of the dam embankment was 
satisfactory. The entrance to the spillway should be kept 
clear of any high vegetation and debris. 

The concrete spillway itself is satisfactory from a structural 
viewpoint. The toe area of the embankment, though wet, is 
satisfactory. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, this dam is safe. However, 
the necessary maintenance work pointed out should be accom- 
plished by the owner." 

"Trout Fond Darn (above Big T rout Fond) The water level 
was at the crest of the spillway on the day of inspection. 
No stoplogs nor screen were in the side sections. A very 
dirty screen was in the center section. This screen should 
be removed since, in its present condition, it will decrease 
spillway capacity. The screen as existing, serves no useful 
purpose on the crest of the spillway. 

At the left of the spillway, earth is being' i\ra shed out 

from behind the overflow training wall adjacent to the access 
roadway. 

The floor of the V-shaped section is broken and allows over- 
flowing water to pass under the floor and the stone masonry 
wall. Repairs are needed to prevent this flow of water under 
the spillway section. 

Embankment sections of the dam are in fairly good condition 
and are covered with a fair growth of grass. Toe areas were 
noted to be dry. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, this dam is safe. However, 
the repair work as pointed out should be one at the left side 
of the spillway. " 

" Trout Fond Dam (large pond) The wooden spillway chute at 
about the center of the dam is in satisfactory condition. The 
embankment to the left of this central chute is in fair condition, 
However, the embankment top between the two wooden spillways Is 
In need of attention. Breaks in the asphalt surfacing and at the 
left of the wooden bridge over the drawdown spillway should be 
properly repaired. 

Stoplogs In the drawdown spillway were at normal height. 

The right spillway chute has a leak to the right of the structure 
at the upper edge. Water is passing down thru the dam either 
under or beside this right hand spillway chute. 



The swale spillway at the far right end of the dam was noted 
to be okay. 

Asphalt surfacing repairs are needed on that portion of the 
embankment between the drawdown structure and the right spillway. 

Though the dam is safe, the owners should do the required main- 
tenance as pointed out herein. Failure to repair the dam could ^ 
lead to additional deterioration and eventual loss of the structure. 

The recommendations of the County Hydraulic .Engineer must be followed 
in connection with needed maintenance and repairs at each of these 
four dams .
